WASHINGTON, Aug. 12—OPA officials today said that price re- 
! duction measures already adopted plus President Roosevelt’s forth- 
Delivering I coming new stabilization program will meet the demands of organized 
labor for a roll-back in the cost of living to last September’s levels. 
As evidence of steady progress toward this goal, price experts cited 
a 1.6 percent decline in the coat of living which will become fully et- j 
fective this month through rollbacks in the prices of such commodities 
as meat, butter, fresh fish, lettuce 
and cabbage. 
Still to be attained, however, is 
an additional reduction of 4.3 per­ 
cent since the cost-of-living index 
increased 5.9 percent from Sep­ 
tember, 1942, to the present time. 
OPA experts hope to achieve a 
reduction of from one to two 
percent in the cost-of-living index 
through air-tight enforcement of 
community-wide dollars-and-cents 
ceilings on dry groceries, instituted 
a few months a^o in 150 cities 
throughout the nation. Some 50,- 
000 price panel assistants are con­ 
centrating on this effort. 
The balance of the rollback goal, 
OPA believes, will be accomplished 
by the stabilization program soon 
to be announced by Mr. Roosevelt.

War, 
Justice 
Departments 


Give 
Indorsement To 
Hobbs’ Proposal 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 12—Rep. 
Hobbs (D) Ala., today disclosed 
that the War and Justice depart­ 
ments have indorsed his bill to 
provide the death penalty for per­ 
sons “Intentionally” delivering de­ 
fective war materials to the armed 
forces of this nation or its Allies. 
The Navy department is now 
studying the measure and if it also 
approves it, Hobbs said that the 
legislation 
will be submitted 
to 
the house for a vote when congress 
reconvenes next month. 
Introduction of the bill was 
prompted, according to its author, 
by 
the Anaconda Copper 
Com­ 
pany case in which eight Anacon­ 
da 
officials were fined 
$10,000 
each for delivering defective cop­ 
per wiring to the Russian govern­ 
ment. 
Hobbs’ bill is sweeping in char­ 
acter. It provides that: 
“Whoever, 
when 
the United 
States is at war, being a party to 
a contract or subcontract for the 
production for or the sale to the 
government of the United States 
or to the government of any asso­ 
ciate nation of property intended 
for use in the preparation for or 
the carrying on of war. . .shall in­ 
tentionally make such property. . 
below the standard or specifica­ 
tions provided for and so defective­ 
ly or of such inferior quality that 
its use would endanger the life, 
safety or health of members of the 
armed forces or 
the success of 
their military operations. . .shall, 
on conviction, suffer death or im­ 
prisonment for life or for such 
term of years as the court may di­ 
rect, or a fine of not more than 
$1,000,000 or both.”

Department of Agriculture for the 
Circleville festival. Dates for the 
celebration are October 20-23 in­ 
clusive. 
Four Days of Rides 
The show treasurer said that, 
according to present plans, the 
rides will be put into operation on 
Wednesday and kept in operation 
through Saturday. Some other fea­ 
tures will probably be added for 
the first and last days since the 
Junior Fair proper will be con­ 
ducted only on Thursday and Fri­ 
day. 
George D. McDowell, chief of 
the Junior Fair department of the 
Agricultural 
Society, 
said 
that 
premium lists are now being pre­ 
pared for boys and girls of 4-H 
clubs, Vocational Agriculture and 
Juvenile Grange. The latter organ­ 
ization did not participate last 
year. No decision has been reached 
yet concerning entry of the School 
Shop division in the Junior Fair, 
and Home Economics participation 
will not be decided on until school 
gets under way. Mr. McDowell 
said it is probable that the Home 
Economics division will partici­ 
pate although nothing definite has 
been determined yet. 
Scouts Are Out 
Boy and Girl Scouts will not 
take part in the show, although 
both units are members of the 
Junior Fair organization. 
As last year, the big feature 
will be the livestock exhibit by 
4-H and Vocational Agriculture or 
gamzations of the county
